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WARREN BOROUGH 
HAS A VERY BUSY 
Vacation was over Monday eve­ 
ning when the W arren borough coun­ 
cil faced its agenda and went tc 
work. It immediately acted to have 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Department of 
Highways prepare a plan for the 
widening of Jackson st., at a cost 
of about $59,000. This would cost 
the borough about $16,500, of which 
it might get back around $5,000 
through assessm ents against prop­ 
erty owners above Prsopect st. 
Council can accept or reject the 
plan. 
The plan would widen the street 
from 20 to 28 feet as far as Frank­ 
lin st., then to 26 up to Crescent 
and 25 feet the rest of the way. 
Some objections were expressed 
against moving it ahead of sched­ 
uled paving which will be done next 
year with funds received from prop­ 
erty owners along streets paved this 
past summer. This is expected to be 
about $50,000. 
However, council can make alter­ 
ations in its schedule and certainly 
the widening of this main artery is 
of vital importance to the com­ 
munity as a whole. A m ill increase 
also would more than cover the net 
cost. 
Five bids were received for five 
hundred feet of fire hose, but all 
were rejected on a technicality. New 
bids will be advertised. 
Ordinance 353 was amended to 
establish a new sequence of rank 
within the police department. As a 
means of compensating officers who 
have served the borough, the grades 
now will be chief, first and second

Parents Suggest Board 
Plan Seneca Addition 


Two parents from the South Side 
attended the September meeting of 
the Warren borough school directors 
and suggested that the board con­ 
sider long-term planning to arrange 
facilities for the anticipated in­ 
crease in pupils. The problem was 
emphasized later in the meeting 
when the directors approved an 
extra bus trip to carry students 
from the South Side to McClintock 
school in an effort to relieve the 
overcrowded fourth grade. The plans 
had been established on a projection 
of fifty-seven students but a total 
of sixty-three fourth graders have 
enrolled. 
The board reviewed the total cost 
of playground supervision and ap­ 
proved the bill as submitted to War­ 
ren borough council. Special ser­ 
vices in the amount of $3,690 were 
allowed.

Miss 
Jane M asters, kindergarten, Lacy, 
will journey to State College for 
the Teacher Education and Profes­ 
sional Standards conference on Sep­ 
tember 16 and 17. Miss Guinevere 
Knapp, third, Jefferson, will attend 
the D e p a r t m e n t of Classroom 
Teachers at Bedford Springs on 
October 14. 
Dan Stimmell, fifth, McClintock, 
was appointed teacher librarian. 
Monthly orders totaling $1,966.32 
were approved. McClintock PT A 
was granted permission to use the 
building for an ice cream soda" 
on September 28. Upon recommen­ 
dation of the finance committee, 
$58,712.41 was ordered paid. Jim 
Hill was employed as elementary 
art supervisor.

Councilman Mead asked why the 
same isn’t being done for the police 
department which now pays about 
$1100 a year to the Bell Telephone 
Company for the use and mainten­ 
ance of its radio system. Council­ 
man Painter reviewed the police 
radio history, explaining that the 
original set owned by the borough 
proved too costly to maintain and a 
contract had been signed with Bell. 
Since then electronics have improv­ 
ed and he believed the firem en’s 
equipment would be more satisfac­ 
tory. 
Councilman Mead suggested it 
seemed we are concluding that we 
now can maintain our own system 
more economically and he could 
see no reason for not doing the 
same for the police as was being 
done for the firemen. 
Councilman Carbon asked council 
to accept the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce offer to provide lights 
on the tennis courts which the Jay­ 
cees are going to build on Beaty 
field. Asked why he didn’t also 
ask for approval of the courts, Mr. 
Carbon explained that council pre­ 
viously had approved their construc­ 
tion and the parks and playground 
committee simply was permitting 
the Jaycees to finish what the bor­ 
ough had started. Council approved 
the lights. The lights and a curb 
about the hard surfaced area will 
make ice skating possible this win­ 
ter. 
Councilman Levine presented an 
ordinance which created the Recrea­ 
tion Board of the Borough of Warren, 
to consist of five members appointed 
by council, and to supervise the 
operation of Warren public recrea­ 
tional facilities. The board may 
accept gifts but can not commit the 
borough to expenditures without the 
approval of council. It was unani­ 
mously passed. 
Councilman Yagge asked council 
to refer to the planning commission 
and the parking authority the subject 
of selling a piece of land at the foot 
of Market st. This is a part of the 
plot bought by council in 1953 at a 
cost of $8,500, and which was de­ 
scribed as being large enough to 
park over 200 cars. It never has, 
and the part of it which is for sale 
does not include right of ways to 
Clark st. and to the parking area 
just north of Clark st. 
Subtracting these 'ways from the 
three-fourths of an acre leaves about 
12,000 square feet for sale. It has 
been rumored that at least one tax­ 
payer is willing to pay $9,500 for 
this plot. However, bids must be 
asked if council decides to sell.

YOUR FOREST RANGER 
By Larry Stotz 
On the dusty brown surface of 
the woodland roads, and on top of the 
duff covered forest soil, throughout 
the Allegheny National Forest, the 
shiny reddish-black drupes of the 
black cherry are now falling to form 
welcome food for all manner of 
wildlife. 
Only a few short months ago the 
white bloom of the black cherry was 
one of the first harbingers of spring 
as these fluffy white blossoms were 
supported stiffly upright like candles 
on stems which now are so burdened 
with clusters of rich, heavy fruit that 
they can be seen drooping all through 
the bright foliage of the tree. 
As you walk down a wood’s road, 
these late summer days, pick up a 
handful of these miniature cherries; 
wipe the dust off them and pop them 
into your mouth. The slightly tart, 
mildly bitter taste of the fleshy part 
of the fruit is not unpleasant to the 
taste. Once accustomed to eating 
them, a good seed year is eagerly 
looked forward to by the woodland 
hiker who enjoys savoring the good­ 
ness of the native nuts, fruits and 
berries of the Pennsylvania hills. 
There seems to be a definite re­ 
lationship between the ever expand­ 
ing wild turkey population, on the 
Allegheny National Forest, and these 
shiny, black drupes of the black 
cherry. 
Equipped with powerful feet, the 
wild turkey can scratch up the wild 
cherry seed from the forest floor 
even though covered by several feet 
of snow. The hard, woody cherry pits 
form a highly nutritious food for 
the wild turkey long after the fleshy 
part of the drupe has dried up or 
decayed. 
The wild turkey thrives best in 
extensive areas of open, park-like 
forests, and there are thousands of 
acres of this type of timber, on the 
Allegheny National Forest, where 


black cherry is often the principal 
species. In the orchard type cherry 
forests, now covering old burns,the 
large crowned, open-grown cherry, 
form nearly pure stands. The wide 
spacing between trees in the orchard 
type, results in such poor quality 
sawlogs that their role in the econ­ 
omy of the Forest will be principally 
as food trees for wildlife, a signifi­ 
cant role that they are particularly 
well adapted to play.

What Kind Of Peace? 


By Marquis Childs 


EN ROUTE TO AMERICA. — 
The second act of the great endeavor 
to negotiate an end to the cold war 
will open when the foreign ministers 
meet in Geneva 
on October 27. 
Dram atists 
almost 
always 
have 
trouble with second acts and this is 
certain to prove true of the four 
men who will confront the whole 
bundle of problems that the heads 
of government did not begin to re­ 
solve. 
Certain of these problems, con­ 
spicuously the reunification of Ger­ 
many, appear to be insoluble on any 
agreed basis. If the meeting in Oc­ 
tober becomes a public haggle over 
these obstacles then the whole bene­ 
fit of the summit meeting will be 
quickly dissipated. There can with 
sufficient goodwill be an exploration 
of other bypaths that may contribute 
to the new understanding coming out 
of the first act at Geneva. 
We sometimes seem to forget 
that negotiation is a two-way street. 
A great deal of foolish talk since 
the summit conference has assumed 
that the West, having reached a pin-

nae Ie of strength, proposed to dis­ 
sipate it by striking an agreement 
with the Soviet Union which was 
correspondingly weak and in need 
of a truce in the cold war. 
President Eisenhower may have 
in these m atters a greater sense 
of realism . Or it may be more ac­ 
curate to say that the Geneva con­ 
ference and the agreement there 
to try to agree was a direct con­ 
sequence of the course that the 
President has followed from his 
first entrance into politics. It is 
well to look at the record in this 
connection. 
The President and the Relubli- 
cans have waged two political cam­ 
paigns — ’52 and '54 — on the 
promise to bring peace. Often last 
October it sounded like a promise 
of peace at any price as the score 
of casualties in three wars was 
added up and charged to the Dem­ 
ocratic account. The promise to 
lower taxes and cut back the m ili­ 
tary establishment has been lived 
up to, with six divisions taken out 
of the Far East even though sever­ 
al areas there have remained criti­ 
cal. 
Despite all the talk of the efficacy 
of specialized nuclear weapons, Am­ 
erican military strength has been 
reduced. This was an example to 
other members of the North At­ 
lantic Alliance to cut down on their 
b u r d e n s o m e m ilitary commit­ 
ments. The fact is, of course, that 
they needed very little encourage­ 
ment. 
In late April, shortly before the 
May NATO meeting, General Al­ 
fred Gruenther, supreme command­ 
er, in a report on capabilities of 
the Western alliance showed that 
only three countries — the United 
States, Canada and Turkey — had 
lived up to their commitments. Some 
were woefully behind.

wanted a showdown on this report, 
with the foreign m inisters called on 
to say whether their countries would 
deliver on their paper prom ises. 
But this was considered impolitic 
and Gruenther was told that the 
NATO defense m inisters would be 
confronted with the harsh report 
at a special meeting which may or 
may not be held next month. 
All this happened before agree­ 
ment was reached on a summit 
meeting. The troubles of the Wes­ 
tern alliance had become painfully 
evident. This is true, in particular, 
of France whose grave weakness is 
advertised in the headlines of the 
Moroccan war — it can hardly be 
called less than that. As the North 
African crisis grew more intense, 
the French withdrew one of their 
NATO divisions with merely a no­ 
tification to NATO headquarters that 
this was being done. 
Since then the government in Paris 
has made it plain that if the African 
situation demands it all French 
troops will be withdrawn. With this 
happening it is impossible to main­ 
tain a coalition army. One of the 
chief reasons for French opposition 
to European union, which was fin­ 
ally defeated in the French National 
Assembly, was that in such a union 
France could not determine where 
her own troops would be stationed. 
To speak of the Big Four with France 
as one of the four is merely a habit 
out of the past in view of the grave 
situation in which the French have 
put themselves. 


The great deterrent to an aggres­ 
sive war by the Soviet Union has 
remained America’s arsenal of nu­ 
clear weapons and the Strategic Air 
Command. Since Russia has the 
same retaliatory striking power, 
what we have seen is a nuclear 
stalemate, with both sides realizing 
that 
resort 
to 
war 
means the 
destruction of civilization and per­ 
haps the annihilation of the human 
race. 
The troubles within the Soviet bloc 
have been widely advertised. They 
may well add up to the principal 
reason for the willingness of the 
Soviet leaders to negotiate a truce 
in the cold war. It is inherent in 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
realism 
that he understands the nature of 
the present opportunity for negotia­ 
tion. 
A negotiated truce does not mean 
however, that the m ajor differences 
are to be swept under the rug. To do 


that, while uttering honeyed words 
of harmony, would be to set the trap 
for a future blowup. But it may be 
possible, given the situation on both 
sides of the divide, to negotiate a 
controlled peace that will be neither 
surrender nor victory.

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LEISURE TIME IMPROVEMENTS 
In addition to the use of daylight 
saving as a means of gaining more 
time for pleasure, another sugges­ 
tion many times has been made and 
now is being pushed. This is the 
scheduling of all holidays so that 
they will come on Monday. It would 
mean a real holiday week end in 
every case and the majority of em­ 
ployers and employes favor it. 
A national association is reported 
to have made a survey on the subject 
with the following results: Of a 
thousand firms contacted, ninety 
per cent favored the idea. Of these, 
seventy-two per cent said such a 
plan would make their work sched­ 
ules easier, twenty per cent said 
it would make no difference, and 
about six per cent claimed it would 
make it more difficult. 
Ninety-five percent believed their 
employes would favor the idea. And 
about two-thirds doubted if it would 
have any effect on wages and costs. 
Ten per cent thought it would in­ 
crease their costs. About twenty- 
three per cent figured it would save 
money. 
As for us, we like the idea. The 
interruption of work schedules on a 
miscellaneous schedule of mid-week 
days is very inconvenient and costly. 
And a single holiday in the middle of 
the week is of little value to most 
people. The Monday holiday would 
make it a two-day or three-day 
sweep which would provide an oppor­ 
tunity for people to have an unhur­ 
ried vacation several times a year.

Indignant pur­ 
chasers who find strings attached 
to “ bargains” or no ease of their 
pains in tonics, should write the FTC 
in Washington if the product crossed 
state lines. In such cases the FTC 
can move quickly.

bing in January. In considering it, 
as in 
considering other issues, 
members have their eyes cocked 
on next year’s November election, 
and so do party leaders, including 
high Administration officials. 
It was one of the latter, in fact, 
who opened up the question this 
far in advance of the next session, 
the man responsible for Administra­ 
tion financial policy. This is Sec­ 
retary 
of 
Treasury 
George M. 
Humphrey, who suggested the pos­ 
sibility of a balanced budget by the 
end of the current fiscal year next 
June 30. If a surplus then could be 
seen “ down the road,” he said he 
would favor a tax cut. 
At his suggestion, to help the 
cause of a balanced budget along, 
President Eisenhower sent the word 
through the vast government estab­ 
lishment to pare down in spending 
wherever possible in the next few 
months to wipe out an estimated 
$1.7 billion deficit now estimated. 
The tax cut cue, hedged about as 
it was, could come from no more 
appropriate source than the man 
who manages the nation’s finances. 
Accordingly, it is being capitalized 
hopefully by both Republican and 
Democratic 
politicians 
who 
are 
vying for credit for tax reduction 
for 1956 campaign purposes. Dem­ 
ocrats are most strategically placed 
to reap credit since they control 
Congress and made a gesture, widely 
publicized, in the last session with 
the flat $20 cut for everybody across 
the board which the House passed 
Dut which the Senate did not take 
up. But Republicans have a card 
in their control of the Executive 
branch of the government which 
gives the President a chance to 
Dut in a bid, if he chooses, by out­ 
lining a tax cut proposal in his 
annual message to Congress when 
it reconvenes and before it gets 
down to work. 
Voices of caution are being rais­ 
ed, if sparingly, about rushing too 
precipitously into tax reduction, and 
generally on three grounds — (I) 
that such a step should not be taken 
unless it is absolutely certain the 
budget is balanced; (2) that it might 
be just the extra spark that would 
explode the present boom into dan­ 
gerous inflation; and (3) that too 
rigid pruning of expenses, especially 
for national defense, to get a tax 
cut might imperil national security. 
As for the last, well-based reports 
that defense spending would be pared 
by a billion dollars, chiefly affecting 
airplane 
p r o c u r e m e n t , finally 
brought a denial from Admiral Ar­ 
thur Radford, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, after a visit with the 
President at Denver, as well as 
sharp protests from form er P resi­ 
dent Harry Truman. 
Warning 
against tax reduction 
came from two prominent figures 
of as widely diverse political views 
as ex-President Truman and Rep. 
Daniel A. Reed, veteran New York 
Republican, who is Chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
where revenue bills must originate. 
Bluff Dan Reed thus found himself 
out of step again with the Adminis­ 
tration on taxes. In the first session 
of the Republican-controlled 83rd 
Congress, it was he who demanded 
tax cuts to fulfill 1952 campaign 
promises. 
President 
Eisenhower 
and Secretary Humphrey blocked 
him. Eventually the Administration 
sponsored tax reductions in the 
second session of that Congress. 
But no more now, he says, because 
of a still tense international situa­ 
tion and danger of inflation. 
“ Until the Soviet leaders back up 
their protestations of friendly in­ 
tention with definite, concrete evi­ 
dences of their willingness to seek 
peaceful solution to international 
tensions the American people must 
maintain a healthy skepticism toward 
what may prove to be another pro­ 
paganda trick,” he said. “ In the 
meantime, there is little immediate 
prospect of any substantial reduction 
in military expenditures. Until that 
day comes, we should not become 
overly optimistic about substantial 
tax cuts.” 
Ex-President Truman issued a 
sim ilar warning about the Russians 
in a Chicago speech, saying we 
must keep our guard up, after in­ 
sisting earlier in a Detroit speech

Paean To Our Indestructability 


On the whole if s an optimistic 
message that Thornton Wilder has 
for us in “The Skin of Our Teeth” 
which NBC-TV brashly presented 
for our inspection Sunday night. I 
throw that in at the outset in case 
you didn’t know what Mr. Wilder 
was talking about, which is quite 
understandable and 
will 
not be 
frowned upon by even the deepest 
thinkers 
who were 
occasionally 
thrown for a loss by Mr. Wilder, too. 


When it was first presented on 
Broadway in 1942, “ Tile Skin of 
Our Teeth” set a record which has 
not been approached to this very 
day for people walking out on it 
after the first act, muttering dark 
imprecations about the preposter­ 
ousness of it alb I have a strong 
suspicion that the same thing hap­ 
pened Sunday night, people switch­ 
ing hurriedly to the more familiar 
outlines of the Ed Sullivan show 
where you are occasionally stupi- 
fied but never bewildered. 


• * * 
More’s the pity, though, because 
you can see Sullivan any Sunday 
night and this ANTA production of 
the Wilder play, which won wide 
acclaim in Paris this summer, has 
many moments of rare and exciting 
theater that demands of the spectator 
a good deal more than passive ab­ 
sorption. Wilder, who possesses one 
of the most gifted though frequently 
exasperating minds around, is here 
expressing his wonder at the in­ 
destructability of a man in face of 
the terrors of nature, the cussed­ 
ness of his own sinful flesh and 
finally the more complex evils of 
his own neuroses in this modern 
world. 


In short, a large order. Mr. Wild­ 
e r’s Everyman is the George Antro- 
bus family which triumphs over ice 
age, floods and wars. And in the 
midst of it all George Antrobus 
finus lune to invent the alphabet 
and the wheel and arithmetic and 
M rs. Antrobus to raise her trouble­ 
some children, who represent the 
survival of the race, and, as it 
were, to keep the home fires burn­ 
ing. Then there is Sabina, the 
eternal temptress who both inspires 
Antrobus to such flights as the in­ 
vention of algebra and leads him 
astray from time to time. 


I suppose the hardest part of this 
to get down is the first act when 
Mary Martin as Sabina has to get 
through an awful chunk of exposition 
to set the stage - and does it about 
as well as anyone could. I am per­ 
sonally fond of the second act where 
Sodom and Gomorrah are depicted 
as a sort of wild Shriner’s conven­ 
tion in Atlantic City which leads, 
of course, to the deluge. 


* * * 
While his is an antic fancy, Wilder 
is a very surefooted dramatist.

scared 
some GOP leaders out of their 
ward-heeling wits. It is better pol­ 
itics to have a peace which costs 
$34 billion a year in defense spend­ 
ing than a peace which actually is a 
peace. 
The $34 billion a year peace also 
assures prosperity. There is much 
question in the minds of some econ­ 
omic authorities whether we would 
have prosperity very long without 
the help of the government’s check 
book. 
Neither the Democrats nor the 
Republicans have come up with proof 
that they can make the free enter­ 
prise system work without big gov­ 
ernment spending, either in the form 
of defense billions or public works. 
The big smile era which tried to 
start at Geneva could upset political 
plans. 
GOP leaders used McCarthy and 
his ism for every vote it was worth 
during the last campaign, then got 
rid of the gentleman by letting him 
bring public disfavor down upon 
himself. 
The 
Eisenhower 
group 
never really faced him down* 
But a lull in the cold war could 
bring the Big Accuser back into 
the Washington glow by viewing with 
alarm such a false sense of security. 
They prefer to let McCarthyism 
remain a sleeping dog. 
Diplomatically handled the Geneva 
take-off could lead to a world peace 
such as never has been known. But 
politics within our ranks may delay 
positive action. 
However, this is true only if the 
public sits by and allows it. The 
public has been sitting by since the 
last election, unexcited about major 
issues and demanding little. As a 
result it has received little, a fact 
which can be revealed by a close 
look at the Congressional record. 
What has been d o n e for education? 
What happened to the highway 
urogram? 
Have you written to your senator 
or congressman to express your 
opposition to removal of controls on 
natural gas production prices? 
How happy is the farm er with his 
owest income since the postwar 
year of 1947? 
Unfortunately the public is asking 
so little that no champion is arising 
to meet the demand. The Demo­ 
crats have produced no new lead­ 
e rs, and as a whole have done little 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
afforded by the do-nothing Republi­ 
cans. In fact, both have been very 
much do-nothing, with the Demo­ 
crats revealing themselves to be 
quite a bit big business, as suggest­ 
ed by the tidelands oil legislation. 
Oil is one of the most powerful 
groups in the nation, and the Demo­ 
crats showed no willingness to buck 
its influence. They turned back the 
tidelands oil to the states and we 
see them doing nothing about the 
’‘depletion’’ advantage given that 
industry, which can deduct 27.5 
percent of its gross income each 
year before paying taxes. 
It is possible under this set­ 
up for an oil firm to deduct in 
taxes far more than it ever in­ 
vested. Try that in your business 
and see how it works. But the big 
business boys in both parties sit 
by and do nothing. 
There is no champion in Wash­ 
ington. There is a popular war hero 
at the top and he will be reelected 
unless the bottom falls out in some 
unexpected way. They call him the 
tool of big business, as suggested 
by the character of the personnel 
with which he is surrounded. But 
what major party can boast a cur­ 
rent record that will allow it to 
point a finger with a straight face? 
People are so complacent about 
the many dollars they are receiving, 
despite their lack of value, that it 
will require a very healthy stirring 
in the next twelve months to upset 
the status quo. And as long as those 
$34 billion a year are spent to keep 
it that way, no change is likely.
